CHAPTER 316
PROBATION PERIOD FOR PATROLMEN
S. F. 89

AN ACT relating to the probation period for police patrolmen appointed under civil

service in certain cities.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section three hundred sixty-five point eight (365.8),
Code 1962, is amended by inserting in line twenty-four (24) following
the word “months,” the words ‘“‘and in the case of police patrolmen in
cities operating a police academy, a probation period not to exceed
twelve (12) months,”.

CHAPTER 3817
MUNICIPAL CIVIL SERVICE
H. F. 330

AN ACT to clarify and strengthen the law for civil service.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section three hundred sixty-five point nine (865.9),
Code 1962, is amended as follows:

1. By striking from line sixteen (16) the word “department”.

2. By adding thereto the following: “If, however, no current em-
ployee passes a promotional examination and otherwise qualifies for
the position, an entrance examination for such position may be used to
fill such vacancy within one year after such promotional examination.”

SEC. 2. Section three hundred sixty-five point fifteen (865.15),
Code 1962, is amended by adding thereto the following:

“An appointing authority may transfer an employee, other than
policemen and firemen, with his consent without coercion, from one
department to the same civil service classification in another depart-
ment, and such employee shall retain the same civil service status.”
